Length of Day Important. 


The Important factor which has 


been orerlooked," says Dr. Garner, "Is 
the length of the day. When cosmos 
are exposed to light for the number of 
hours that a September day would give 
them, they make haste to bloom. 
Plants may be injured or benefited by 
changes In temperature and In the 
intensity of light. 
•Itlve to these factors. 
But, in gen- 


eral, life habits of plants do not de- 
pend on such uncertain conditions. 
Every first day of September is the 
•ame length, allowing for alight calen- 
dar •variations, and plants have been 
under the influence of the unchanging 
cycles of light for thousands of years; 
so It Ifl not surprising that the plant 
world Is governed by them."

eminent experiments on nearly 200 i 
varieties of plant life, including trees, 
wild and cultivated flowers, farm crop* 
and -weeds. Varieties that bloom when 
the days are short are called by the 
experimenters short-day plants, and j 
those that bloom under long light ex- ] 
posure are called long-day vlants. By j 
rolling trucks laden with specimens j 
into dark bouses, the day can be short- 
ened In some experiments, and by 
lighting greenhouses at night the days 
can be lengthened for other tests. 


At the government experiment farm 


right now the scientists have, among 
other exhibits, polnsettlas and chrysan- 
themums In bloom. In December they 
hare such plants at Irt* and coreopsis 
In full bloom. The blossoms are nor- 
mal in all respects and some are su- 
perior. 


May Be Kept From Blooming. 
j 


Keeping a flower from blooming is 


easy enough by the new llgnt theory. 
Some cosmos grew up from teed dur- 
ing the spring in a long-day green- 
house that was illuminated from sun- 
set to midnight. In June the plants 
were moved out of doors where they 
received only normal summer sunlight 
Not until October came and the days 
were the right length for cosmos to 
bloom did these specimens produce any 
blossom*. The plants were then 1 
feet high. 


This is the freakish sort of thing 


that sometimes happens when plants 
are brought to the United States from 
the tropics. 
Often these specimens 


grow to ridiculous heights and never 
produce flowers or seed because the 
sunlight ration is never Just right for 
those processes. 


One of the most striking proofs of 


the light theory Is a specimen which 
has a cluster of blossoms on one 
branch and no flowers on another 
One branch of the plant was Induced 
to flower by giving it the exact light- 
day necessary, whereas the other 
branch was covered from the light 
during a part of each day. Both 
branches got food and water from the 
same soil, through the same stalk, but 
the light rays affected only the spray 
that was uncovered. The other spray 
continued to grow normally, but with- 
out producing buds. 


From lengthening and shortening the 


days for plants it teems only a step 
to experimenting with artificial day- 
light ; but Dr. Garner found that this 
was quite a different proposition. When 
the plants were expotod to light a 
few hour* overtime each day, rerj 
weak electric light was adequate.' Mid- 
day sunlight may be equal to 10,000 
foot-candles—the intensity of 10,000 
standard candles at a distance of one 
foot. 
But for the lengthening of a 


day, electric light equaling fire or ten 
foot-candlea wat sufficient for mott 
specimens. 


When no snnllght at all was given 


o tpeclmens, however, It became nee- 
estary to use very bright electric 
lights. 
With this stimulation piinti 


behaved Just aa if they had been out 
of doors.

Early Jewish Cemetery 


Now Business District 


On New Bowery, near Oliver strew 


New Tork city. Is a little Jewish cem- 
etery, said to be the oldest Jewish bur- 
al ground In North America, says the 
Detroit News. It once occupied what 
* now Chatham square. The grant for 
he graveyard was Issued by Oov Pe- 
er Stuyvesant In 16BO. The Hrst Jews 
i America are supposed to have ar- 
ived September 32, 1854, on the bark 
Catarinu, which brought 27 refugees 
rom Cape St. Anthony, Brazil. 
The spot selected for the cemetery 
as out among the sandhills, outside 
t the city. There was a range of hills, 
at the foot of which was the present 
site of Chatham square, and on the 
crest of one of these hills, facing east, 
the cemetery was started. The location 
was Ideal, overlooking the meadows 
below the city to the south, with the 
East river In the distance. When the 
War of the Revolution came batteries 
were planted in the body of the ceme- 
tery and on its hills. In 1856, 200 
years otter the opening of the final 
sleeping place among the hills, New 
Bowery was cut through, and all that 
was left of the cemetery was a 57-foot 
front on that thoroughfare.

' Raise Milk Pries 


At a special meeting of the board 


of directors of the Dairymen's League 
Co-operative association, held at the 
New York city office on Aug. u. the 
price of fluid milk was raised from 
»2.06 to $2.60, to become 
effective 


Aug. 18. 


At the same time the board voted 


an Increase of 10 cents In the price 
of Class II milk, sold In the form of 
sweet cream, effective en the same 
date. This makes the price of Class 
II milk from Aug. 18 11.90. The in- 
crease In price was made because ot 
the shortage, brought about partly 
by the protracted spell of hot weath- 
er that recently affected some »ec- 
tlons. Another factor In the situa- 
tion, according to League officials, 
was the fact that considerably less 
outside milk than usual was coming 
into the New York market because 
the lower prices which prevailed dur- 
ing the months of May, June and 
July made it unprofitable for such 
milk to be shipped into New York. '
